A 2,400-mile footpath, two-thirds com- 
plete, the Pacific Crest Trail keeps faith with 
its name. It seeks out, in the Sierra Nevadia. 
the. Cascades, and lesser ranges, the remote 
meeting places af stony spire and brilliant 
sky, But lest the hiker tire of heights ane 
breathtaking vistas—an unlikely event—the 
trail alse plunges down like a runaway roller 
coaster to nenks af wood jo water. 

On a warm day in Mav IT first walked on 
this stairway to the heavens at a point 20 
miles southeast of San Diewn, California Ax 
the wind shook the aroma of sage from the

He's one 
of mv favorite people in the rugged country 
the tral traverses. Just a stub of a man, five 
feet six—miost of that concealed by boots, 
it seems—Jake shelters: his wind-worn face 
beneath a big Western hat. [ts brim curls up 
like the wings of an upside-down gull; Laften 
thought he might blow away in a breeze, 

For 35 vears with the Forest Service, he has 
fought fire and cleared trail in the northern 
Cascades. For me, he expressed best the 
appeal of the peaks on the Pacific Crest. 
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Badge of scenic beauty marks the 
Nation's lonerst footpath, threading 
2,400 miles from border to border, 
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from supplies cached by friends He walked 
the soles off his boots three times. On his 
129th day he reached) Mexico—the first man 
io span the route in one trip. 

Lest Eric's odvssey appear easy, let the 
novice beware: Traveling alone, fighting deep 
enow, he took extreme risk= Of such stulf 
are tragedies macde—and great achievements. 

Barry Murray of Home Valley, Wushing- 
ton, his wife, and their three young children 
also went all the way. But they traveled on 
horseback for two summer's, & total of seven 
months—"a lot of that time spent looking for 
wriss for the hurses,” Burry remembers. 

A. border-to-border trail was advecated as 
long ago as 14932 by Pasadena businessman 
and conservyutionist Clinton C, Clarke. He 
urged the Forest Service to knit together and 
extend the threads of high-country footpaths 
already existing. such as the Oregon Skyline 
Trail and California's John Muir route. 

The father of the Pacific Crest Trail 
achieved partial success before his death in 
1957; he prevailed upon the Forest Service to 
call the footpaths in Orevon and Washington 
by the collective name “Pacific Crest Trail 
System.” But the realization of a border-to- 
border system hard to wait until 1068 when 
Congress, responding to growing legions of 
hikers and horsemen, crented the Pacific 
Crest p< one of two nationalscenic trails, with 
the Appalachian as the otter:

As they laid out the trail, sometimes fol- 
lowing the route Clarke had proposed, Forest 
Service engineers and recrention, specialists 
keptin mind the average hiker, not the expert 
mountaineer, They -skirted arduous rock 
climbs and placed signs so well that much of 
the trail can be followed without a map. But 
I alwavs carried one for safetws sake—ia 
Well of 0 first-old kitine two Signal flares in 
case of emergency. Signs notwithstanding, 
hikers do occasionally get lost or break @ lee. 
Even on « tratl as sufe as this one, rangers 
advise caulion and preparedness. 

The planners made the trail wide enough 
for single-file horsebacking or hiking, but ho 
more. Who wants a highway intruding on his 
highland reverie? Thew tried to avoid roads, 
lovmed-iver tracts, and other evidence of 
mans presence. However, they sometimes 
placed the route within a mile or so of camp- 
grounds with fireplaces und log tables.

The Pacific Crest Trail doesn’t exist vet in 
the Shasta anc Trinity National Forests of 
northern California, for example, nor in parts 
of California south of the Sterra.

[ weed the trail as the majority will, in 
short bursts, hitting high spots, passing a dav 
or two seeking peace and pleasure in some 
grove of pine of fir, or a week in the fastness 
of a wilderness.

Ultraviolet light from the sun 
changes it chemically—with ovane an end 
product. This gas destrovs the fooc-making 
cells in the needles of ponderosas and Jeffreys; 
in turn, their root systems decline. The more 
susceptible trees gradually die or become so 
weak that insects finish them off.*

Muir cared renown as a naturalist, but 
today he-is remembered chiefly for the. prose

written so movingly of mountains, or in doing 
30 have mowed mountains so formidable. 
Not Many men cared in that unfettered era 
that the Sierra was imperiled by timber and 
mining interests and steckmen pasturing 
herds in fragile meadows, Muir’sarticles mace 
them care. While battling to save a forest, he 
stated his. viewpoint thus: “Through all the 
wonderful, eventful centuries since Christ's 
time—and long before that—trod has cared 
for these trees... but He cannot save them 
from fools—only Uncle Sam can do that.” 
Reacting to clamor generated in large part 
by Muir, Congress savecl Yosemite ane Se- 
qualia as national parks and passed legislation 
allowing the President to preserve Vast incl. 
as national forests. The Sierra Club, which 
Muir founded, carries on hie work today. 


Hikers Imperil the Wilds They Love

Nature Provides the Perfect Antidote for a Chill Trek 


While the Wenatchee forest suffered drought and fire, mountains 
wd vollevson the western side of the Cascades soaked up rain watted 
from the Pacthc. Following the trail that threads that moist terrain to 
Glacier Peak, P trekked a forest unimaginably luxuriant High as fac- 
tory smokestucks, the trees made my route a shadowless tunnel. Ferns, 
berry bushes, and fledgling evergreens wove a lush trailside carpet, 

From o meadow daubed blue by gentian | watched three mountain 
Hots. then five more, wander across a streak of preen under Glacier 
Powk’s ice-crusted summit. 

Then it began to rain, All night the drops pattered on my tent, and 
all the next morning on me as] broke camp and started down the trail, 
By noon | was shivering, soaked to the «kin 

But relief-—aoh, such relief'—awaited me o mile off the Pacific Crest 
route. No doubt the forestier who built a five-foot-deep pool around 
the bubbling fountain of Kennedy Hot Springs hac in mind the refresh- 
ment of rainechilled travelers, Stripping. I soaked for half an hour in 
the 96° FL waters.

Peyote Spur Frenvied Running 


Outside the church [noticed a small army 
of boys currving old miles and sabers and 
led by three athults: These people. 1 was 
told, were the “Pharisees.” Their ceremonial 
(uty was to keep order and to guard the 
church agains the borrades, whe were even 
then running around the village ane through 
the courtvard of the church with increchible 
energy. No doubt the peyote was having 
its effect 

From within the church came uw strange, 
monotonous music. | went in and climbed to 


the choir loft, where I found two old men 
und a boy plaving a homemade violin, a 
amall drum, and a triangle, 

“We must play fortwo days,” one of them 
told me, “until the heavens open up.” The 
phrase referred to Christ's Resurrection, 
Which the Indians observe on Holy Saturday. 

I glanced out a window that overlooked 
the courtvard and saw Father Pascual with 
six ‘Coras who wore simulated crowns of 
thorns and held palm-frand scepters. These 
Coras were acting as the Apostles: They 
knelt with the priest in. front of a small 
niche that marked one of the Stations of 
the Cross (pages 724-5), 


Young “Jesus” Chased and Captured 


Later I discovered that the borrarloas were 
running a four-mile circuit past Stations af 
the Cross outside the village. At four in the 
aflermoon all the borrados gathered in 
the village, looking for Jesus in order to 
gest him. Jesus was portraved by « =mall 
boy, about 7 wears old, dressed in a white 
shirt and white trousers: 

The berrachos found the bov on the edge 
of the village and started to ¢hase him 
following pages). The boy climbed a tree 
and brandished a small wooden cross; and 
the borrachos wll fell to the erownel as though 
struck by lightning Three times—in the 
name of the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
(ehost—the borrades chased the bow, and

The fourth time, they caught hin in the 
courtvard of the church, knocked him to the 
ground, and tied his hands. Then the young: 
‘ters who acted as guards, the women, and 
the alder men assembled in a procession, 
with the captive boy at its heal. The group 
went around the village, pausing at the Sta- 
ions of the Cross. The borrados kept run- 
ning drowned, jumping and yelling, antl 
sometimes hitting people with their spears, 
When the procession reached the church 
again, everyone went home except for the 
borrados, who stayed up all night rashing 
and screaming around the village and drink- 
Ing atole with peyote, 

Next morning, while the borrados kept up 
ther frenzied racing and harrving, the 
church began to fill with people. The music 
continued exactly as before. The Pharisees 
were active, constantly changing guard 

The borrados then approached the church, 
yelling anc: raising their spears and sabers,

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FRANCES PALACE 
OF THE ARTS

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HE WORLD'S greatest treasury of 
art sprawls tn the heart of Paris like 
a vigantic letter A, 

This ts the Louvre, where the care 
of art has long been recognized as a 
national responsibility and the en- 
joyment of it as an unalienable right of every 
man. It is a museum that holds impressive 
records: First in works of art generally re- 
garded as masterpieces—sculplure, paintings, 
and other objects that <ince the dawn of his- 
tory man has fashioned to reflect beauty: 
first in archeological expeditions sponsored, 
research published, educational programs 
offered, ancl numbers of scholars trained (in 
its fitmed Reole du Louvre), 

Supported by taves, owned by the peeple, 
and open to the public, the Louvre stands at 
the miministrative apex of more than 600 
French museums—44 in Parts alone. With 
almost 3,000,000 visitors a year, the Louvre 
has no rivals among the museums of France. 

The most astounding statistic of all is that 
the Louvre now enjoys the happy prospect of 


doubling its exhibition areas without wdding 
new buildings: Underway for the past several 
vears, this miracle of expansion is possible 
because, though the collections are yust, the 
palace that houses them is even vaster. 

The Louvre is one of the largest palaces 
ever built Qné side stretches nearly half i 
mile along the Seine—longer than two Eifel 
Towers laid end to end, TV antennas and all 
The outer walls enclose an area of more than 
40 acres, including gardens (see diagram, 
pages 798-800), To go through all the rooms 
would mean a walk of eight miles. 

The seemingly endless facade is decorated 
with fluted columns, statues of heroes, sculp- 
tured jacies symbolizme skills and virtues, 
ornate chimneys, and fantastic water spouts 
(pages 804-805), All shelter immense flocks of 
pigeons, Whose fluttering wings blend with 
the wings of cherubs and with graceful swags 
of stony fruit. 

There are ¢ight entrances. Seven are used 
mostly by scholars and students, who must 
show their pusses to the guards The eighth. 


Art lovers pass in a blur of time before the eternally serene

As | savored my lunch, | wondered what 
the scene around me had been like when the 
first Louvre was built, eight centuries azo 

Across the river—on the Left Rank, where 
the chimney pots of Paris now loom—there 
were then only vineyards. Where I sat, fields 
of urain grew. Where the Louvre stands, King 
Philippe-Auguste in the 1190's built a square 
fortress. From its center rose a round tower 
with grim battlements overlooking all the 
buildings of Maris, including the rising walls 
at Notre Dame Cathedral, 

After more than 150 vears as a bastion, the 
Louvre became simply a roval residence. In 
145, when English bowmen skewered the 
pride of French knighthood at the Battle of 
Agincourt, the victors looted the palace, {t 
crumblecl into ruins, and not wntil « century 
later did a roval master again interest himeeli 
in its fate. 

This king, Francois I, ordered the great 
tower razed. The only trace of it today is a 
circle of stones inlaid into the Cour Carrée, ar 
Square Courtvard, serving the gamins of 
Paris as bounclaries for their “futbal” 

Frangeis commissioned the most talented! 
French architect of the day, Pierre Lescot, 
and the sculptor Jean Goujon to create a new 
Louvre, a gem of Renaissance design, Thus in 
1546 began the making of the Louvre a5 at 
now stinds, and Lescot’s original facade can 
be seen in the Cour Carrée:

“We will never finish,” he replied. “No one 
can foretell what new treasures will come to 
the Louvre or what future generations will 
want to see I was appointed director,” he 
continued. “as the result of a gentlemanly 
discussion among-the senior curators as to the 
best plan for improving our museum. A plan 
| proposed won acceptance, and it is now 
being carried out.” 

As afirst step, part of the long wing <tretch- 
ing along the Seine has been ceded by the tux 
collectors, ancl this space is being converted 
to house paintings. drawings, and sculpture.

Works from outlving 
provinces, where temperatures and humidity 
differ fram those of Paris, are brought to the 
Louvre in sealed trucks and gradually accli- 
nuaitized inthe chamber This treatment helps 
prevent wood cracks and dangerous fissures 
in canvas that can result from sudden changes 
of temperature and tumidity,

left by fires, floods, wars, vanclals, and 
corcless hands stand -sturkly out ion the film. 
Questions of authorship are also often decided 
hy studying the charactenstic brushwork of 
an artist, revealed in luminous streaks by 
the penetrating rays. 

Mime Madeleine Hours, who is the director 
of the rescurch laboratory, achieved one of 
her most striking triumphs through the appli- 
cation of X-rays to several three-century-old 
works of Rembrandt. A classic example is 
his “Bathsheba.” 

A doven X-rays, put together to cover all

When the Revolution broke out in 1784, 
the Louvre hacl virtually no works of art in 
tts holls But the revolutionaries decreed that 
it should become the repository of the art con:

patrimony, at the revolutionaries thought of 
them—went on display inthe Grande Galerie 
m 1793.

After Napoleon passed from the scene, 
noting mops mind the passions of politics 
continued to endanger the Louvre.

In the medina, the old quarter, 
wheeled vebicles—even hieveles—are pro- 
hitited, Now and then I passecl women, 
anonvmous. under their burnooses, hurrying 
musses of dough to the ferran, the public 
ovens, or tattered porters driving donkeys 
straining under bundles of puingent green 
mint or skeins of scarlet woot.

I flattened against a doorway to let them 
pass, The parrow cobbled streets atten he- 
came tunnels between overhanging houses.

Embroidered caftans splashed by shafts of 
auntivht, bolts of brilliant silk, spangled sacl- 
dies, und fine carpets dazzle the eve.

In the clangor of Suq as-Saffarine, the 
amiths’ quarter, | watched Abdel Azziz Ben- 
jelloun tap designs into a dish of brass, “fas 
bes'—Hello!” he greeted me in the Moroccan- 
Arab dialect Hanging from the walls of bis 
tiny workshop sparkled the Intricate ara- 
besque tracery of his finished truvs. 

Under his hammer and stylus, designs grew 
in’ perfect symmetry, amd the disk slowly 
deepened inte a bowl. Pwas amazed to sev 
that he worker! without sketehes dr patterns. 

“My ancestors worked metal for ten cen- 
turies; | started with my father when | was 
7.” Abelel Azguz said “The patterns are part 
of us But each piece is done freehand—no 
two are exactly the same That is the cliffer- 
ence between manufacturing and art.” 


Drab Streets Hide Opulent Homes 


Few have mastered the art of living more 
thatoughly than the people of Fez Deceiv- 
lng are the windowless Houses that line 
their Spartan streets | learned this the day 
I visited the house of Mobarmmed Mernissi. I 
had to stoop to enter the creaking. wooden 
door that opened through a gray, nondescript 
wall, Once inside, 1 could hardly believe mv 
eves. A miniature Alhambra! 

Mohammed led me across a tiled central 
court flanked with marble columns to the 
bet al diafe, of guest parlor, and motroned 
me to a seat on a S04 opot-long blue-plush 
divan. While mint tea was poured from a <il- 
ver service, [ nitmired the intricately carved 
plaster of the walls and capitals. The ceiling, 
40 feet above us, was inkaid cedar painted 
rec] antl gold, A television set proviced the 
only modern touch. 

“Such a house is net cousual,” Mohammed 
insisted, turning aside my compliments. "We 
are a caty of middle-class merchants doing 
well—though an outsider might never realize 
it. We abhor ostentation. We are all equal in 
the eves of Allah, Why not in the eves af the 
tax collector os well?" 

The faith of Fez showed in the faces of the 
crowd that poured quietly out of Al Qarawiy- 
yin Mosque after Fnday prayers. Humble 
min, they seemed, dressed in simple white 
jellabws, Many led voung sons by the hand. 
Almost every one, FT noticed, bore a round 
spot—like a faintly visible birthmark—in 
the center of his forehead, 

“Nelwa abid Allah,” explained one quietly 
“We ore all servants of Allah.” 
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Five times every day they turn toward dr 
Lun Ae, 2nd many times during each 
praver their brows touch the erownorcl. Their 
devotions have stamped them with a mark as 
indelible as their faith 

From its very beginning Fez followed its 
religion fervently. In Ap. B59 a plows baths 
named Fatima pledged 60 ounces of silver to 
jtart construction of Al Qarawivvin, a mosque 
that would become a center for higher learn 
Ing os well os for praver.

above small date-palm groves. North of 
Quarzazate I pulled into one to cool my 
Land-Rover's bothne radiator 

The flood of curious villagers that poured 
around my vehicle parted as o young man 
approached. He was Al Hussein Choutine, 
he tole! me, son of the village chief. 

“Welcome to Tikirt,” he said. “My father 
will be back by sundown. Meanwhile if vou 
would like to see the cashih....” 

In times past these elaborate mud forts 
were user as silos for the village's precious 
grain and os redoubts during intertribal wars. 
The tall turrets also served as:lookout pussts. 

From the narrow window in Al Hussein's 
awn room high in the north tower, I could 
see most af the village ane its meager fields, 
Through it ran o small stream where women 
in gaily colored dress beat laundry anc lated it 
outon the bot gravel to dry. The youth's room 
itself was sparsely furnished, with only a 
mattress and a few books 

“My dream is to travel to Casablanca or 
Rubat someday to study,” Al Hussein said. A 
commotion at the pate below interrupted is. 
Chikiren were shouting. His father was back. 
1 peered] down to see a servant leading the 
sheik’s horse away, Storks nesting on nearby 
battlements paid it all ne mine, 

“Hall the good men of cur villice have 
moved to the ctties—some even to France— 
to work,” sud Sheik Mohammed as we 
Washed for dinner His son poured water 
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over our hands from ia copper pitcher as we 
sat on the floor around a low table, 

“But what can we do? The village ts poor 
It can barely suppert those of us who stay,” 
he added. Nevertheless, the feast that fol- 
lowed was generous. Such are the obligations 
of Moroccan hospitality. 

A traditional tajine of chicken cooked in 
of and garnished with olives, apples, and 
carrots was followed. by bowls of vogurt 
Then came the main course, a robust muttan 
couscous. We finished with pastries Alled 
with almonds and honey, glasses of hot milk 
laced with a dash of coffee, and mint tea 

Loawled up with extra jerry cans of water 
und gasoline, bore couth through Tazenakht 
nnd Foum “Agiicl wong o dusty, bone-jurring 
track: into the Moroccan Sahara. 

At Mrimina sand near the oasis of Tata, 
1 saw rock druwings of vrareful gazelles, 
ostriches, giraffes, and elephants scratched 
into the sandstone. Archealogists believe they 
mark ancient hunting camps or places of 
worship of a people whe lived here in better 
times, some eight thousand years ago. The 
drawings lend weight to current climatologi- 
cal theory: that through the millenniums the 
Sahara has become progressively drier. Life 
for today’s desert dwellers is unbelievably 
harsh, anda drought was making it worse.
